Africans seek to oust leader

Conflicts bubbling beneath the surface of the African Student Association for most of tho 
year have finally boiled over because of a letter from a group of African students to Students' 
Society President Sharon Sholzberg. 



Tlie letter, highly critical of 
ASA President Tarn David-West, 
was signed by a group including 
Frank Enoch, Joel Moltsc, Simon 
Gichuru and Ahmed Mohahicd. 

Noting the "sad state of af- 
fairs" in the ASA, the letter call- 
ed for an investigation of. the 
condition of the Association, and 
for any;, necessary . measures to 
be taken. ' 

■The letter places' the blame for 
roost of the problems of the ASA 
squarely on the chubby Nigerian. 

The Aâ^A.."has become... a show 
for one mari; " whose right to 
spcaic on behalf' of 'Africans no 
longer' exists," the letter said, 
adding tliat "the continued exis- 
tence of tile present leadership 



is in direct violation of the aims 
and objectives of the ASA". 

The letter's signatories feel 

that David-West is "not concerned 
with ASA'S welfare, but uses it 
as an instrument of self-aggran- 
dizcmcnt". , 

. The letter criticized David- 
West's handling of the Rhodeslan 
issue and the manner of his elec- 
tion, and noted that he was un- 
acceptable to most of the nom- 
inees to executive positions with- 
in the ASA. 

The text of the letter is as 
follows: 

"The condition in which the 
African Students' Association 

finds itself has caused a great 
deal of anxiety among those who 



have tlic interest of the organiz- 
ation at heart. 

"Underlying this sad state of 
affairs are the following reasons: 

"That the present leader as- 
sumed responsibility at a timo 

when tlie association was torn by 
internal conflicts sown largely 
by him in his' ride to power. 

"It was expected by most of 
the African students at McGill 
that measures would be taken by 
him to restore the needed har- 
mony. This unfortunately did not 
occur. On the contrary, the stats 
of affairs has caused the member- 
ship of the Association to dwindia 
considerably.

The first speaker in the joint 
symposium between McGill, 
SUNY, and Sir George Williams 
University, was Dr. George Mar- 
shall of SUNY who spoke about 
behavior therapy. This is the me- 
thod of psychotherapy which be- 
lieves in treating only the symp- 
toms of a neurosis, Instead of 
looking for an underlying cause. 

The next speaker. Dr. Esther 
Ilalpcrn of Sir George Williams, 
told of her work in family the- 
rapy. She said that she treated 



all members of the family toget- 
her to help them develop belter 
methods of interaction. 

The last speaker was Dr. Vir- 
ginia Douglas of McGill, who 
spoke against ' behavior therapy. 
She said that a psychologist 
should be flexible, and tailor the 
therapy to suit the needs of the 
individual patient.

Three thousand persons ore expected to demonstrate 
Friday against American aggression in Viet Nam, protest - 
organizers say. ° 

The prediction was made yesterday as the Emcrscncy com- 
mittee for Peace and Self-Determination in Viet Nam was 
mailing last-minute preparations' for the demoiistration and 
public meeting, expected to be one of the largest ever held in 
Montreal. 

The Council of the Quebec New Democratic Party has 
thrown its support behind the march which will begin at 4:30 
pm in Dominion Square and proceed to the U.S. consulate. 

The march. will be followed >y a meeting in Plateau Hall, 
(3710 Calixa-Iivallée, Lafontaine Park) at 8 pm. Spcalccrs in- 
clude Robert Cliche, President of the Quebec NDP, Gilles Vi- 
gneault, Professor Staughton Lynd of Yale University, and 
Daniel Latouchc, Vice-President of ' UGEQ. The chairman will 
be Mme Thérèse Casgrain of the Voice of Women.

• The refusal of the Canadian government to participate ciiher 
directly or indirectly in the Viet Nam war by the sending of 
arms (Caribou aircraft) and men (police forces) as it has done

The dissenters 

One of the most persistent myths about 
our so-called free society is that we have the 
right to dissent. We are proud of our free- 
dom to criticize anything about. our society 
without fear of punishment, while our coun- 
terparts in the Soviet Union live in constant 
fear of an involuntary vacation in Siberia. 

Unfortunately, it has long been clear 
that the myth does not conform to the facts. 
It is true that the dissatisfied citizen can 
v/rite a letter to his Congressman, vote for 
the opposition or even do something so alien 
and un-Norfh American as participate in a 
demonstration. But when dissent begins to 
matter, things have a way of being done. 



The first sign that dissent with American 
policy in Viet Norn yvos beginning to matter 
was Congress's panicky reaction to the first 
draft-card burnings last August. It passed 
a law which would deal draft-card, burners 
with a maximum penalty of fiYe,|years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine, and managed to 
alienate even supporters of the war. But this 
was only the first in a series of remarkably 
similar events. The next was the treatment 
of Stoughton Lynd. 

Staughton Lynd (who will speak at Fri- 
day's Viet Nam protest meeting in Plateau 
Hall) is a professor of history at Yale who has 
spoken articulately against the whole drift 
of American- foreign policy in the postwar 
era. Last December, he and two others made 



an unauthorized trip to North Viet Nam, vio- • 
lating a State Department travel ban. Ten 
days ago, he was in Britain to fulfil a speak- 
ing engagement. When he returned, his pas- 
sport was quietly cancelled, preventing him 
from travelling anywhere except in the 
United States, where he has refused to 
speak, Canada and Mexico. 

The latest example of freedom of dissent 
is the case of a 2ô-year-oid Georgia SNCC 
worker named Julian Bond. Bond last No- 
vember became one of eight Negroes elect- 
ed to the Georgia legislature for the first 
time since 1905. But Georgia is only so en- 
lightened. When Bond endorsed a SNCC sta- 
tement opposing the war in Viet Naifi,-his 
fellow Representatives denied him his seat in 
the legislature. This weekend, the legisla- 
ture's^ decision was upheld by a federal 
court. 

There can be no, question but that these 
decisions were the "right" ones. When a 
country has committed itself as far as the 
US has in Viet Nam, it cannot tolerate cons- 
cripts who refuse to serve, professors who 
visit the enemy and Negro legislators who 
oppose their country's policy. The war effort, 
national security and the national interest 
demanded that strong measures be taken, 
and they were. 

But let us hove no illusions about the 
right to'dissent.

."The Association has.ccascd to 
be a contincntaUy-bascd one,' and 
in fact it has become more a si ow 
for one man, whose right to spc«k 
on behalf of Africans no longer 
exists. The continued existence of 
the present leadership is in direct, 
violation of the aims and objec- 
tives of the ASA 35 stipulated 
in the constitution of the Associ- 
ation. 

"Partly as the result of the 
above, and the manner in which 
the leadership handled the Rho- 
dcsian issue on the campus, the 
image of the ASA and the African 
students in general has been dam- 
aged irreparably. 

"Considerable questioning has 
been going on amongst' the Afri- 
can Mudents with regards to the 
amount of money given to the 
ASA last Christmas. It is widely 
believed that this amount does 
not correspond to the member- 
ship -of the. ASA. We request a 
thorough investigation. 

"We believe that the present 
leader is not concerned with the 
ASA'S welfare, but uses it as an 
instrument of self-aggrandize- 
ment, lliis has been demonstrat- 
ed by the manner in which he 
was elected to office, and the 
tenacity with which he has ad- 
hered to that office in spite of 
the fact that an executive could 
not be completed in a meeting 
of more than forty people, most 
of whom refused to accept nomin- 
ations because they felt they 
could not worlc with him.
